Insurance woes end 
volunteer shuttle service

The roughly 1,000 residents 
who relied on a group of 
volunteers to get them and 
their cars home safely after 
a night of boozing in Halifax 
last Christmas season will 
have to make other plans 
this year. 

Operation Red Nose has 
been cancelled in HRM this 
year. 

The national Red Nose 
organization can’t afford to 
cover the insurance costs of 
the local programs, which 
typically run from the end 
of November to the weekend 
before Christmas. 

Regional co-ordinator 
Corinne MacLellan said the 
Halifax group tried but was 
unable to find the money 
for insurance coverage from 


other sources. She said at 
this point the 2012 campaign 
can’t be saved. 

“It was just too much,” 
said MacLellan. “We already 
rely on so many sponsors 
to maintain the campaign, 
from the cars we drive, to the 
gas we put in those cars.” 

The Truro and Sydney Red 
Nose chapters folded last year 
because of a lack of funding. 

“This is a veiy costly pro¬ 
gram to run,” said MacLellan, 
citing rising gas costs as an¬ 
other problem for organizers. 

The annual Halifax cam¬ 
paign relied on a total of 200 
volunteers to shuttle people 
and their vehicles safely 
home after a night on the 
town. 

News of the program’s de¬ 
mise came the same day that 
MADD Canada launched the 
annual Project Red Ribbon 


campaign to promote sober 
driving during the holiday 
season. 

Margaret Miller, past 
president of MADD, lament¬ 
ed the loss of Operation Red 
Nose, saying it could ultim¬ 
ately lead to more drunk driv¬ 
ers on the road. 

“It’s one more option 
gone,” said Miller, who lost 
her son to a drunk driver 
eight years ago. “It’s very un¬ 
fortunate.” 

Miller and MacLellan are 
urging drivers to plan ahead, 
have a designated driver or 
call a cab. 

“There are other options. 
It just means you have to do 
some planning ahead of time. 
Just don’t get behind the 
wheel,” said Miller. 

MacLellan said the organ¬ 
ization would aim to be back 
on the road next year.

Time to fall back! 
Daylight saving 
time is over 

The semi-annual time 
change is upon us. 

Official bodies across 
North America, the 
U.K. and Europe are 
reminding residents that 
this weekend marks the 
end of daylight saving 
time, and clocks need to 
be adjusted back by an 
hour at 2 a.m. Sunday — 
or before you go to sleep 
Saturday night. 

The provincial 
Department of Justice 
points out that micro- 
wave ovens, car clocks, 
automatic timer lights, 
mobile devices, comput¬ 
ers and other household 
devices all need to be 
turned back. 

Local fire preven¬ 
tion officials are also 
suggesting swapping 
out the batteries in your 
home’s smoke and car¬ 
bon monoxide detector. 

“Working smoke 
alarms can cut the 
chance of dying in the 
home nearly in half and 
provide extra critical 
time for fire escape,” 
said Regional Fire 
Divisional Chief of fire 
prevention, Dave Burnet. 

“Only working smoke 
alarms save lives.” 

Low-income families 
who may not be able 
to afford batteries can 
contact their local fire 
station for a free set. 

Daylight saving time 
was first implemented 
— in its modern form — 
during the First World 
War. 

The goal was to cut 
down on incandescent 
lighting use in the even¬ 
ings. 

In the U.S. and Can¬ 
ada, the clock will jump 
backwards from 1:59:00 
to 1:00 a.m. on Sunday, 
and that day will have 
25 hours.

Police release new 
most-wanted list

Police are turning to the public 
for help catching several men 
wanted on outstanding war¬ 
rants, including a man facing 
murder charges. 

The Halifax Regional Police/ 
RCMP integrated High Risk En¬ 
forcement Action Team (HEAT), 
released the photos of 10 men 
they’ve been unable to track 
down. “Mostly they’re prolific 
offenders,” said Halifax Region¬ 
al Police Cst. Pierre Bourdages. 
“Suspects are only put on that 
list when police have exhaust¬ 



Steven Skinner, 38, has been 
wanted by police for more than 
a year, contributed 


ed all avenues trying to locate 
them.” Bourdages says the pub¬ 
lic releases are fairly successful. 

Since the last HEAT list 
was posted in May, five of 
the nine people on it were ar¬ 
rested through public tips or 


officer investigation. 

The most recent HEAT fist 
includes suspects connected 
with theft, assault, breach 
of probation, and keeping a 
bawdy house. 

“Sometimes people know 
these individuals, they just 
don’t know they’re wanted,” 
Bourdages said. “They might 
see them out and about.” 

Among the wanted men is 
Steven Douglas Skinner, who is 
wanted across the country for 
second-degree murder in con¬ 
nection with the shooting death 
of Stacey Adams in April 2011. 

Cst. Scott MacRae of the 
RCMP said the investigation is 
ongoing, but sometimes police 
just need extra help catching 
up with a suspect. 

“People for whatever reason 
may leave jurisdictions, they 
may leave the country, they 


may try to change their looks,” 
said MacRae. “All this com¬ 
pounds sometimes and makes 
the job a little more difficult,” 
he said, “but more eyes on the 
street ... are more chances of 
catching up to these people.” 

Police say the suspects 
should not be approached, and 
anyone with information on 
their whereabouts should call 
local police immediately. 

Anonymous tips can also 
be sent to Crime Stoppers via 
phone, the web or by texting 
“Tip 202” and your message to 
274637.

On the same day that the 
province shed another 100 
forestry-related jobs, oppos¬ 
ition parties slammed Pre¬ 
mier Darrell Dexter govern¬ 
ment’s economic record and 
its inability to “diversify the 
economy.” 

Minas Basin Pulp and 
Power in Hantsport an¬ 
nounced Wednesday that it 
will close next month, elimin¬ 
ating 135 jobs. 

Minister of Economic and 
Rural Development Percy 
Paris bore the brunt of the 
response from the opposition 
during the legislature’s ques¬ 
tion period Wednesday. 

Liberal Geoff MacLellan 
accused the minister and his 
government of neglecting 
small- to medium-sized busi¬ 
nesses while writing “blank 
cheques” to big business. 

Paris, citing the challenges 
of the current economy, was 
unable to offer a possible solu¬ 
tion for the laid-off workers or 
and offered no specifics about 


his government’s economic 
approach for the future. 

Citing the NDP’s response 
to the NewPage mill closure, 
Paris said the government has 
a transition team in place to 
work with the Minas Basin 
employees. 

“We will be there,” he said. 


Tory Chuck Porter, the 
MLA for most of the laid-off 
workers, had a simple ques¬ 
tion for Percy. 

“What is the minister go¬ 
ing to do to stop the bleeding 
in the Annapolis Valle}/?” 

Tory leader Jamie Baillie 
came with a pile of economic 


figures to read to Dexter, in¬ 
cluding one showing the prov¬ 
ince has the second-lowest 
average weekly pay in the 
country. 

On the defensive, Dexter 
said his government con¬ 
tinues to work hard to create 
jobs while paying down a mas¬ 


sive deficit inherited from the 
Tories. 

Liberal MLA Harold 
Theriault provided a little bit 
of comic relief, likening the 
exchanges to a “late night de¬ 
bate show.” 

“There’s a lot of long wind¬ 
ed people in here,” he said.

Helmet law 
takes effect 

Skiers and snowboarders 
will have to wear helmets 
on the hills this year. 

New legislation took 
effect Thursday that makes 
helmets mandatory for 
anyone taking part in snow 
sports, regardless of age.

Health Minister David 
Wilson is an avid skier, but 
didn’t wear a helmet until 
the death of Canadian free¬ 
style skier Sarah Burke due 
to a traumatic head injury 
earlier this year. 

As a former paramedic 
he’s seen plenty of injur¬ 
ies that could have been 
prevented by a helmet. 

“It just makes sense,” 
he said.

Chips and salsa also went 
into the cart, although she 
would have preferred Doritos if 
any were left, and she sheepish¬ 
ly admitted to making a meal 
of some boxed macaroni and 
cheese, too.

British police say a man has 
been charged with a drug 
offence after children were 
given bags of cocaine in¬ 
stead of candy during Hal¬ 
loween trick-or-treating. 

Greater Manchester Po¬ 
lice says officers were called 
after children in the town 
of Royton in northwest 
England reported finding 
sachets of white powder in 
their Halloween bags. Tests 
confirmed that the sub¬ 
stance was cocaine. 


Police were called to what 
looked like a woman shot dead 
in her car but found a Hallow¬ 
een reveller they described 
as drunk and passed out in a 
bloody-looking zombie cos¬ 
tume. 

The news site Al.com 
reports that a passerby called 
police in Birmingham, Ala., 
on Thursday morning after 
seeing the woman slumped 
over her steering wheel at a 
traffic light. 


Police say 23-year-old 
Donald Junior Green was 
charged Thursday with 
possession of drugs. A 
woman was arrested but 
released without being 
charged. 

Police say they be¬ 
lieve it was an isolated 
incident and that it ap¬ 
peared that the man’s drugs 
were given to the children 
accidently. None of the chil¬ 
dren consumed the cocaine.

Madrid. Three women 
killed and two critically 
injured after being 
crushed by concert-goers 
fleeing an explosion set 
off by a firework 


A stampede in an arena 
where thousands of people 
were attending a Hallow¬ 
een dance party killed three 
women and critically injured 
two others early Thursday, of¬ 
ficials said. 

It happened just after 4 
a.m. in a passageway within 
the venue leading to the cen¬ 
tral concert area at Madrid 
Arena, where the disco-style 
party with American DJ Steve 
Aolci was under way. 

Someone set off a flare or 
a firework, causing the stam¬ 
pede that trampled the five 
young women, Deputy Mayor 
Miguel Angel Villanueva said. 

One witness said the stam¬ 
pede left partygoers piled 
atop one another as high as 
her shoulders. 


“I saw a mass of people 
screaming, ‘Help, get me out 
of here,’ with security guards 
tugging at them,” Ana Gomez 
told state broadcaster TVE. “I 
remember seeing the face of 
one young man, and his ex¬ 
pression was that of sheer 
terror.” 

Thousands of people were 
attending the party when the 


stampede occurred, leaving 
the victims with trauma in¬ 
juries or breathing and heart 
failure, emergency-services 
spokesman Fernando Prado 
said. 

Villanueva said the 
venue’s maximum capacity 
of 10,600 people had not 
been exceeded and that 
authorities decided not to 


evacuate the arena when 
the accident occurred. Most 
partygoers were not aware of 
the stampede because it was 
confined to the passage, he 
said. 

Halloween has recently 
become a popular festivity 
in Spain, coinciding with the 
traditional feast of All Saints.

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Prime minister calls treatment 
of Ashley Smith 'unacceptable’ 


Smith Inquest. Liberal 
Leader Bob Rae calls 
out Conservatives on 
hypocrisy, 'dishonest’ 
comments 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper publicly criticized 
correctional authorities on 
Thursday for their handling 
of a disturbed teenager who 
choked to death in her cell 
five years ago, prompting op¬ 
position accusations of fed¬ 
eral government dishonesty. 

The issue reached the 
House of Commons follow¬ 
ing the screening of disturb¬ 
ing jailhouse video at an in¬ 
quest into the death of Ashley 
Smith this week that shows 
guards duct-taping her and 
drugging her against her will. 

“The Ashley Smith case is 
obviously a terrible tragedy,” 
Harper said. 

However, information has 
come to light that shows Cor¬ 
rections Canada’s behaviour 
was “completely unaccept¬ 


able,” he told the House of 
Commons. 

Outside the Commons, Lib¬ 
eral Leader Bob Rae accused 
the Conservative government 
of being “dishonest.” 

“This is a government that 
wanted to stop the showing 
of those videos,” Rae said. 

“This is a government 
that, every step of the way, 
attempted to keep Canadians 
from seeing what went on.” 

While federal lawyers lost 
a court battle to keep the vid¬ 
eos under wraps, they are still 
fighting to limit the scope 
of the inquest, which would 
block scrutiny of what hap¬ 
pened to Smith in prisons 
outside Ontario. 

Harper said he would let 
“arguments between law¬ 
yers” play out without inter¬ 
ference. 

Smith choked to death as 
guards looked on in October 
2007 at a prison in Kitchener, 
Ont. She had spent the past 
year of her life in segregation, 
shunted among prisons in 
five provinces.

No proof of 
wrongdoing 

A Quebec police investiga¬ 
tion into the drugging of 
teen inmate Ashley Smith 
at Joliette prison has found 
no evidence of wrongdoing. 

Footage of the incidents, 
broadcast publicly for the 
first time Wednesday, 
shows staff in gas masks, 
helmets and hazmat-type 
suits pinning the shackled 
but docile woman to a gur¬ 
ney with a plastic riot shield 
while a nurse injects Smith 
with a heavy anti-psychotic 
five times in seven hours. 

At one point, guards 
sit on Smith’s legs while a 
nurse threatens the inmate 
with “bigger” injections 
“that will hurt more.” 

Staff, the report con¬ 
cluded, administered the 
injections in “the normal

New York City alone were still 
without power, especially in 
downtown Manhattan. Con¬ 
cerns rose over the elderly and 
poor, who faced pitch-black 
hallways and dwindling food. 

“Our problem is making 
sure they know that food is 
available,” New York City May¬ 
or Michael Bloomberg said, 
as officials expressed concern 
about people hauling water 
from fire hydrants up dark 
flights of stairs.

Obama is best man to fight 
climate change, mayor says 


New York Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg on Thursday 
backed President Barack 
Obama over Republican Mitt 
Romney, saying the incum¬ 
bent Democrat will bring 
leadership that is critic¬ 
ally needed to fight climate 
change after the East Coast 
devastation wrought by 
Superstorm Sandy. 

The endorsement from

As New York continued 
to pick up the pieces after 
the superstorm devastated 
parts of the city this week, 
Bloomberg said Sandy had 
made the stakes of the elec¬ 
tion even clearer. 

He said the climate is 
changing and that Obama 
has taken major steps in the 
right direction. 



“We need leadership from 
the White House, and over 
the past four years, President 
Barack Obama has taken ma¬ 
jor steps to reduce our car¬ 
bon consumption,” Bloomb¬ 
erg wrote in an online 
opinion piece, citing higher 
fuel-efficiency standards for 
vehicles and stricter controls 
on mercury emissions.

Pointing the finger: Scanner 
tracks employee whereabouts

Toronto law firm’s use 
of biometric monitoring 
has staff up in arms 


The days of sneaking out for 
three-hour lunch breaks will 
soon be over at a Toronto law 
firm after it decided to install 
fingerprint-scanning technol¬ 
ogy to monitor its employees’ 
comings and goings. 

Last month, McCague Bor- 
laclc LLP announced plans for 
a revamped security system 
that will require staff (except 
lawyers who spend much of 
their time with clients) to 
clock in and out of the office 
with a finger swipe, keeping 
track of morning late-comers 
or those who try to jump-start 
their weekends by slipping 
out early on a Friday. 

“Some people were abus¬ 
ing the system,” said found¬ 
ing partner Howard Borlaclc, 
58. “We had people taking 
two to three hours for lunch 
and we had no way of know¬ 
ing.... Some people were com¬ 
plaining.” 

Other Toronto firms use 


security passes and honour 
systems to keep track of time 
worked. McCague Borlaclc, 
which focuses mostly on in¬ 
surance law and employs 
about 200 people, has gone 
a step further with a system 
that not only provides office 
access via fingerprint, but also 
records employees as they en¬ 
ter and leave. 

Come mid-November, 
when the system is expected 
to go live, the office will be 


equipped with finger-scan¬ 
ning machines that will keep 
a rolling record of the time 
spent in the office. 

Carleton University law 
professor Michael MacNeil, 
who specializes in legal issues 
surrounding privacy and 
surveillance, said the finger¬ 
printing system is just one ex¬ 
ample of the way workplaces 
are using technology to mon¬ 
itor and maximize productiv¬ 
ity- 


Staff opposition 


The plan has drawn outrage 
among a group of bloggers 
who identify themselves as 
McCague Borlack secretaries. 


• On their “Finger Cam¬ 
paign” website, the 
group accuses the firm 
of ostracizing secretaries 
and copy-room staff. 
They called the system 
an "insult to our human 
dignity." 


• "The indignant finger¬ 
printing program does 
not seek to address any 
security concerns at all," 
one post read. "It's for the 
‘mark 'em and track 'em' 
purpose exclusively." 


But legislation has lagged 
behind the trend, he said, 
leaving more questions than 
answers over what constitutes 
an invasion of privacy in the 
workplace. “There’s a lot of 
it going on,” he said. “It’s an 
area where the law is under¬ 
developed.”

Richard: Ned, is there another 
A-list leading man who ex¬ 
plores the dark sides of their 
characters as often as Wash¬ 
ington?

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MGM’s woes were Mendes’ blessing 


More time with Bond. 

While Skyfall was in 
hiatus, Sam Mendes 
spent nine months 
fine tuning the script 


Director Sam Mendes has 
been working on Skyfall, the 
23rd James Bond film, for 
quite some time — thanks 
in large part to parent studio 
MGM’s financial woes that 
halted pre-production for 


nearly a year. So what did the 
Oscar-winning director learn 
during his extended tenure 
with the franchise? 

MGM’s bankruptcy issues 
were a blessing in disguise. 

“We had a stroke of luck 
on this movie, ultimately, 
which was at the time one 
of the most frustrating 
things, which was the tem¬ 
porary bankruptcy of MGM, 
which for me was a bit of a 
nightmare because I’d really 
prepped the movie and was 
ready to go into full-scale 
pre-production, and we had 


to halt everything, if you re¬ 
member, for something like 
nine months,” Mendes ex¬ 
plains. 

“But in that time, we 
worked on the script. I knew 
every scene intimately, and 
we kept working. 

“We had two weeks of re¬ 
hearsals, which is a relatively 
new thing for the Bond fran¬ 
chise. We had a read-through 
of the script, and (series 
producer)Barbara (Broccoli) 
said to me, ‘It’s the first read- 
through we’ve ever had of a 
Bond movie!”’ 


Referencing classic Bond 
has to be handled carefully. 

“I felt about the homage 
elements that you have to 
earn them. I think if you put 
them in at the wrong time, 
they’re going to strike a false 
note,” he says. “It’s also true 
that in making a Bond movie, 
you have to rediscover your 
13-year-old self.” 

Before Daniel Craig, the 
franchise had made a few 
wrong turns. 

“The thing about Bond for 
me, watching the old mov¬ 
ies, is that there was a point

around Moonraker where it 
lost some of its thriller roots 
and went into a sort of action- 
adventure, almost travelogue 
type of feeling,” Mendes ad¬ 
mits.

It 
was like, ‘How can we get 
Bond from Rio to Venice 
and from Venice to a cable 
car? Because these are the 
big sequences that we have 
to make work.’ He almost 
from that moment on had 
no journey at all. I’m being 
unfair to some of the mov¬ 
ies in between, but I felt like 
in Casino Royale, Bond was 
back at the centre of the 
movie,” Mendes says.

The Aussies took the 
wine world by storm back 
in the late 1980s, catching 
the likes of France, Italy and 
Germany totally off guard. 
Giving grape variety names 
top billing on their labels, 
the wine wizards of Oz 
became industry darlings 
almost overnight. 

Things have changed a 
lot since then. For awhile, it 
seemed like every vineyard 
in the country was trying to 
make the same wine. 

Today’s Australia is, for 
the most part, a different 
place. Smaller, family- 
owned wineries have taken

When the Saint Mary’s 
Huskies football season 
started, head coach Perry 
Marchese gently suggested 
to Rob Jubenville he play 
more on special teams in 
his fifth and final season.

Derek Clarke awoke Thursday 
morning to read in the media 
that he either doesn’t exist or 
that he is actually a man named 
Randy Gumbley, a person twice 
convicted of defrauding young 
hockey players. 

The case of mistaken iden¬ 
tity is the latest in a bizarre 
series of events that have sur¬ 
rounded the Canadian Hockey 
Players’ Association since it 
sprang to attention this past 
summer. Media reports from 
multiple outlets said late Wed¬ 
nesday night that people in 
hockey circles believed Clarke 
to actually be Gumbley, and 
that Georges Laraque, the 
CHLPA head, had identified a 
picture of Gumbley as Derek 
Clarke. One report said there 
were multiple versions of 
Derek Clarke. 

The two sides have yet to 
meet, but the CHLPA and Can¬ 
adian Hockey League have 
been at odds since the summer 
as the fledgling association has 
attempted to unionize junior 
hockey players. 

Clarke, 40, is a sales repre¬ 
sentative for a high-tech com¬ 
pany in Montreal. He’s also the 
spokesperson for the CHLPA, 
a group that says it wants to 
unionize all junior hockey play¬ 
ers to negotiate fairer wages, 
better working conditions and 
improved post-hockey school¬ 
ing packages. 

There is a Gumbley involved 
in the association but his name 
is Glenn Gumbley. He’s the 
younger brother of Randy. 

CHL president Dave Branch 
said his organization hired a 
private investigator “to try to 
find out who Derek Clarke 
is” because of concerns from 
players about “late-night calls, 
blocked phone numbers, no 
names being given” by a repre¬ 
sentative of the union. 

The Vancouver-based Glenn 
Gumbley, 43, says he was the 
founding hand behind the 
fledgling union but he tried to 
keep his identity hidden be¬ 
cause he knew his family name 
was toxic in hockey circles.
